Quake Rattles 
LA., San Diego 

Los Angeles 

A strong earthquake south of the 
U.S.-Mexico border Sunday shook 
high-rises in downtown Los Ange- 
les and San Diego and was felt 
across Southern California and 
Arizona. 

The U.S. Geological Survey says 
the 6.9 magnitude quake struck 
Sunday at 3:40 p.m. in Baja Cal- 
ifornia, Mexico. The earthquake 
rattled buildings on the west side 
of Los Angeles and in the San Fer- 
nando Valley, interrupting Eas- 
ter dinners. 

Tremors from the quake were 
felt as far away as Phoenix. There 
were no initial reports of damage 
in the San Diego area, (ap)

Petition drive could 
halt unprecedented 
limits on emissions 

Sacramento, Calif. 

Four years ago, California earned 
accolades for adopting a law that 
would slash its greenhouse gas 
emissions and serve as a model 
for national climate change leg- 
islation. 

But with the state mired in 
a crippling recession, the law 
that once looked like a landmark 
achievement is coming under 
assault. The regulatory effort Gov. 
Arnold Schwarzenegger set in 
motion is facing a political back- 
lash and could come to an abrupt 
halt in the months ahead. 

A coalition of businesses, 
financed largely by three Texas oil 
companies, is funding a ballot peti- 
tion that would delay the law until 
California’s current unemployment 
rate is cut by more than half. 

Leading Republican guberna- 
torial candidate Meg Whitman has 
vowed she would suspend the law 
on her first day in office. 


Even Schwarzenegger, who has 
staked his legacy on environmental 
issues, has begun urging air regu- 
lators to take a go-slow approach. 
But he has vowed to fight the bal- 
lot initiative. 

“I think that the California peo- 
ple are outraged about the fact that 
Texas oil companies ... are coming 
to California and trying to change 


laws and policies in California,” 
Schwarzenegger said recently. 

The possibility that a state that 
has set the national agenda on 
environmental change for decades 
might shelve its climate regulations 
could have ramifications beyond 
California’s borders. In Congress, 
lawmakers are struggling to craft a 
national climate bill that uses Cal- 


ifornia’s as a template. 

“This could very well be an 
effort to focus on California with 
the goal of delaying federal legis- 
lation,” said state Sen. Fran Pav- 
ley, D-Agoura Hills. 

Under the measure, oil refiner- 
ies, manufacturers, cement plants, 
utilities and other carbon polluters 
are to begin cutting their emissions 
in 2012. It is the first economy-wide 
cap on emissions in the nation, obli- 
gating California to reduce green- 
house gas emissions to 1990 levels 
by 2020, about 30 percent from the 
levels projected if there were no cli- 
mate regulations. 

Petition backers say California 
cannot afford to impose environ- 
mental regulations that would raise 
utility bills and fuel prices, and cost 
jobs. That may be an appealing 
message to voters who are frustrat- 
ed with high unemployment, con- 
tinuing home foreclosures and an 
ongoing state budget crisis. 

“We need to try to heal our econ- 
omy before we travel a road we’ve 
never traveled before,” said state 
Assemblyman Dan Logue, R-Lin- 
da, one of the initiative’s sponsors.

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Stevens Ready to Retire 


Justice says he will 
leave Supreme Court 
during Obama’s term 


Washington 

Supreme Court Justice John Paul 
Stevens says he “will surely” retire 
while President Obama is still in 
office, giving the president the 
opportunity to maintain the high 
court’s ideological balance. 

Stevens said in newspaper 
interviews on the Web Saturday 
that he will decide soon on the 
timing of his retirement, wheth- 
er it will be this year or next. Ste- 
vens, the leader of the court’s lib- 
erals, turns 90 this month and is 
the oldest justice. 

His departure would give 
Obama his second nomination to 
the court, enabling him to ensure 
there would continue to be at least

four liberal-leaning justices. The 
high court is often split 5-4 on 
major cases, with the vote of moder- 
ate Justice Anthony Kennedy often 
deciding which side prevails. 

“I will surely do it while he’s 


still president,” Stevens told The 
Washington Post. 

Stevens is the second-oldest jus- 
tice in the court’s history, after Oli- 
ver Wendell Holmes. He has served 
the seventh-longest of all the jus- 
tices, with more than 34 years on 
the court. 

A leading Democratic sena- 
tor said he hopes Stevens doesn’t 
decide to retire this year. 

Sen. Arlen Specter, a member 
of the Senate Judiciary Committee 
—which reviews judicial appoint- 
ments — worried that a nomination 
fight this year would mean gridlock in 
the partisan Senate. Specter told “Fox 
News Sunday” that there’s a better 
chance for consensus next year after 
the November national election. 

Specter said he hopes Obama 
would pick someone who would 
be a check on executive power, as 
he said Stevens has done during 
his time on the bench, (ap)

Kidnapped Linguist 
Back With His Family 


Man was captured 
by Shiite extremists 
while serving in Iraq 

San Diego 

A U.S. Army linguist returned to 
his family in Southern California 
on Saturday after more than two 
months in captivity in Baghdad, 
according to a National Guard 
spokeswoman. 

Issa Salomi arrived home in San 
Diego and was “resting and begin- 
ning his adjustment back to normal 
life,” Maj. Kimberly Holman said 
in an e-mailed statement. 

“He wants to again share that 
he is healthy, is in good spirits, 
and he adds that he is looking for- 
ward to a good home-cooked meal 
and a few good nights’ rest,” Hol- 
man wrote. 

A Shiite extremist group claimed 
responsibility for the Jan. 23 kid- 
napping and posted a video online 
that showed a man wearing mil- 
itary fatigues reading a list of

demands for the release of mili- 
tants, the prosecution of Blackwa- 
ter guards and an immediate U.S. 
troop withdrawal. 

The group issued a statement 
indicating Salomi’s release came 
in exchange for the release by the 
Iraqi government of four of its 
members. 

Iraqi government spokesman Ali 
al-Dabbagh said he had no informa- 
tion about anyone being released 
in exchange for Salomi. (ap)

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Baghdad Bombings Kill Dozens 



Officials say attacks 
near embassies aimed 
to destabilize nation 

Baghdad 

Suicide attackers detonated three 
car bombs in quick succession 
near foreign embassies in Bagh- 
dad on Sunday, killing more than 
40 people in coordinated strikes 
that Iraqi officials said were intend- 
ed to disrupt efforts to form a new 
government. 

The bombings followed the exe- 
cution-style killings of 24 villagers 
in a Sunni area two days earlier, 
a spike in violence that suggests 
insurgents are seizing on the polit- 
ical uncertainty after the recent 
election to try to destabilize the 
country as U.S. troops prepare to 
leave. No clear winner emerged 
from the March 7 vote. 

Sunday’s explosions went off 
within minutes of each other, start- 
ing shortly after 11 a.m. One struck 
near the Iranian Embassy, and 
two others hit an area that hous- 
es several diplomatic missions, 
including the Egyptian Consul- 
ate and the German and Spanish 
embassies. It was not immediate- 
ly known whether diplomatic staff 
were among the victims. 


Authorities said they foiled two 
other attacks aimed at diplomat- 
ic targets by stopping the would- 
be bombers’ vehicles and defusing 
the explosives. 

Stunned victims in bloody 
clothes were loaded into ambulanc- 
es as smoke rose over Baghdad. 

“I saw children screaming,” said 
Hassan Karim, 32, who owns a cloth- 
ing shop in Baghdad. “Cars were 
crashing into each other in streets. 


trying to find a way to flee.” 

There was no immediate claim 
of responsibility, although multi- 
ple, coordinated bombings in the 
capital are a hallmark of al- Qae- 
da in Iraq. 

Iraq’s Ministry of Foreign 
Affairs said the bombings were an 
attempt to inject more turmoil into 
the political scene as the election 
front-runners try to forge a coali- 
tion government.

Nine Chinese Are Rescued From Flooded Mine After 179 Hours 


Xiangning, China 

Nine miners were pulled to safety 
early Monday after spending more 
than a week trapped in a flooded 
coal mine in northern China, and 
state television reported more sur- 
vivors may be found. 

The nine men — among 153 
trapped since March 28 — were 
wrapped in blankets, placed in 


ambulances and rushed to a hos- 
pital where doctors and nurses had 
been standing by for days. 

China Central Television said 
more people in the Wangjialing 
mine could still be alive, but did 
not give any details. 

It showed images of the min- 
ers being taken into the hospital in 
Hejin city, about 30 miles from the 
mine. Their eyes were covered to 


shield them from the bright lights. 
Some were hooked up to intrave- 
nous drips. 

The official Xinhua News Agen- 
cy reported that their blood pres- 
sure and heart rates were normal 
after spending 179 hours trapped 
underground.

Cardinal

Vatican City 

It was the Catholic calendar’s holi- 
est moment — the Mass celebrat- 
ing the resurrection of Christ. But 
with Pope Benedict XVI accused 
of failing to protect children from 
abusive priests, Easter Sunday also 
was a high-profile opportunity to 
play defense. 

“Holy Father, on your side are 
the people of God,” Cardinal Ange- 
lo Sodano told the pontiff, who vic- 
tims of clergy sexual abuse accuse of 
helping to shape and perpetuate a 
climate of cover-up. Sodano, dean of 
the College of Cardinals, dismissed 
those claims as “petty gossip.” 

The tribute at the start of a Mass 
attended by tens of thousands in St. 
Peter’s Square marked an unusual 
departure from the Vatican’s Eas- 
ter rituals, infusing the tradition- 
steeped religious ceremony with 
an air of a papal pep rally. 

Benedict looked weary during 
much of the Mass. But as he lis- 
tened to Sodano’s paean, a smile 
broke across the pope’s face. 

The pontiff hasn’t responded 
to accusations that he did too little 
to protect children from pedophile 
priests, even as sex abuse scandals 
threaten to overshadow his papa- 
cy.

White supremacist 
group blames brutal 
killing on ANC leader 

Ventersdorp, S. Africa 

Followers of one of South Africa’s 
most notorious white supremacists 
cast his death as a rallying point 
for their cause Sunday, with one 
top member claiming his brutal 
death was “a declaration of war” 
by blacks against whites. 

Eugene Terreblanche’s support- 
ers blamed his slaying on a ruling 
party official’s performances of 
an apartheid-era song that advo- 
cates killing white farmers. Police, 


however, say it appeared to be a 
wage dispute that led two of Ter- 
reblanche’s farm workers to blud- 
geon him in his bed Saturday. 


South African officials are trying 
to ward off any rise in racial tensions 
10 weeks before their country of about 
50 million hosts soccer’s World Cup. 


Divisive Figure 

Eugene Terre- 
blanche, left, co- 
founded and led the 
AWB, which seeks 
an all-white republic 
within mostly black 
South Africa. Its red, white and black 
insignia resembles a Nazi swastika, 
but with three prongs instead of four. 
Terreblanche emerged in the 1970s 
to the right of the apartheid govern- 
ment and was a vocal opponent of 
the end of apartheid. After serving 
sixyears in prison for attacking two 
black workers, he re-emerged in 
2004 to live on his farm, (ap) 


President Jacob Zuma appealed for 
calm after “this terrible deed” and 
asked South Africans “not to allow 
agent provocateurs to take advan- 
tage of this situation by inciting or 
fueling racial hatred.” 

Police Minister Nathi Mthetwa 
said Terreblanche was attacked by 
a 28-year-old man and a 15-year- 
old boy, both black. Mthetwa said 
they would appear in court Tues- 
day on murder charges. 

Andre Visagie, a top member of 
AWB — or the Afrikaner Weerstands- 
beweging movement — echoed other 
group members in blaming African 
National Congress Youth Leader 
Julius Malema, saying he spread hate 
speech that led to the killing. 

Malema last month led students 
in a song that includes the lyrics 
“shoot the Boer.” Boer means white

Late this morning, for the first time 
in months, Half Street will come 
alive again.

But for the Wash- 
ington Nationals, that’s only partial- 
ly true. The real opening day maybe 
two months away. 

When the public address announc- 
er introduces each player before this 
afternoon’s game against the Phila- 
delphia Phillies, these names won’t 
be heard: Stephen Strasburg, Drew 
Storen, Chien-Ming Wang, Ross 
Detwiler, Justin Maxwell. 

For various reasons, none is start- 
ing the season in Washington, though 
the front office hopes all five will be 
contributors before spring turns to 
summer. 

Strasburg, a potential No. 1 start- 
er, and Storen, a potential closer, were 
the Nationals’ first-round picks in 
the 2009 draft. Both impressed in 
spring training but will start in Dou- 
ble-A Harrisburg. General Manager 
Mike Rizzo opted to give them some 
professional seasoning. Additional- 
ly, keeping them off the major league 
roster until late May or early June 
will delay their eventual free agen- 
cy by a year. 

“It’s not the perfect situation, but 
it’s their decision,” said Strasburg, the 
No. 1 overall pick who inked a $15 mil- 
lion contract last summer. “I’m going

Only Maxwell can blame his 
absence on his own failures.

But he batted .100 in spring training 
and will start in the minors. Still, man- 
ager Jim Riggleman hopes that Max- 
well, already strong defensively, will 
find his swing in Triple-A and earn 
his way back to Washington. 

“I’m going to be honest with you,” 
Riggleman told reporters. “I really 
wanted Maxwell to make the ball- 
club. I just think he’s really a good 
make-up guy. He’s really a great ath- 
lete. He’s just having some trouble 
right now with the bat. I know he’s 
going to play for us.” 

On June 4, the Nats will return 
from a 10-game road trip to host the 
Cincinnati Reds in a weekend series.

Riders rate transit

once considered a national model 
for urban transit. 

While positive ratings have 
held up across a range of areas, 
the percentage of riders rating 
the overall system as excellent 
has been sliced in half.

And if the Cameron Crazies 
want to pick on Butler, best to leave 
the “Safety School” and “You’ll be 
working for us someday” banter on 
the sideline. As is the case at Duke, 
Butler graduates about 90 percent 


of its players. As is the case at Duke, 
there’s more than mere lip service 
paid to the classroom at Butler — 
no need to roll your eyes when the 
overused term “student-athlete” gets 
busted out in this final game. 

Even Butler’s coach. Brad Ste- 
vens, is 33 — the same age Mike 
Krzyzewski was when he took over 
at Duke 30 years ago.

Adams Morgan is, in general, to be 
avoided. If you've ever tried to push 
through the scrum of 18th Street on a 
weekend night— hey, sometimes the 
siren song of Amsterdam Falafel is just 
too strong —you've seen the crowds 
of 19-year-old girls 
who mistook shirts for 
dresses and the pink- 
shirted rowdy bros see- 
ing who can eat their 
disgusting Jumbo Slice 
the fastest. 

But if you're in the 
mood for margaritas, 
Adams Morgan is, unfortunately, the 
place to go. On Tuesdays through 
Fridays from 5 p.m. to 7 p.m., you can 
get half-price margaritas, sangria and 
appetizers at the Cafe Oaxaca (2106 
18th St. NW). If you want Mexican 
food for dinner, we recommend Mix- 
tec (1792 Columbia Road NW), but get 
your drinks at the Cafe Oaxaca. 

The margaritas at Las Canteras 
across the street are worth a taste, 
too. But since the place is a Peruvian 
restaurant, we'd opt for the pisco sour 
and some yucca rellena. Happy hour 
(every day of the week from 5 p.m. to 
8 p.m.) offers discounted cocktails 
and appetizers including $6 pisco 
sours and $4 margaritas. 

Muddling Through 

If you’re in the mood for the margari- 
ta’s classier cousin, the mojito —you 
think Hemingway drank margaritas? 
No way — hit up Meze (2437 18th St. 

N W). Turkish tapas are an odd com- 
plement to an extensive margarita 
menu, but since they’re both good, 
you probably won’t complain. Moji- 
tos are half-price weekdays between 
5 p.m. and 7 p.m.

At the Eye of the storm 



Harrowing emotion 
and hints of hope 
define the sounds 
of Florenee Weleh 

Music 

A few weeks ago, Florence Welch 
landed in New York for her first U.S. 
tour with her band the Machine, 
and the weather was terrible. 

For other artists, it might have 
seemed like a bad omen. But the 
London native wasn’t fazed: “It 
reminds me of home. I stepped 
off the plane and went, ‘Yes! Gray 
skies! Cold weather! Amazing!’ I 
felt much more comfortable.” 

It was an apt welcome for the 
singer, who has taken the U.K. by 
storm with an album of thunder- 
ing break-up songs marked by vis- 
ceral lyrics and unsettling emo- 
tional violence. “Lungs” is at once 
harrowing and invigorating, a trip 
to the depths of despair that ulti- 
mately manages to find some rays 
of hope and sunshine. 

Welch spoke with Express dur- 
ing a quiet pre-tour lull in New 

York. STEPHEN M. DEUSNER 

What can Americans expect from 
your live shows? 

We’ll mainly be playing songs from 
the album. We never try to do car- 
bon copies of what the recordings 
sound like. The thing I like about 
the live show is that every time you 
play the song, you’re rewriting it 
all over again. 


Some of these songs sound so har- 
rowing and personal. What’s it like 
to live with them night after night? 

I find music and performing such 
an uplifting and exciting and joyful 
thing, and yet you’re singing about 
really dark things. I’ve always quite 


liked that contradiction. 

it seems like it might be a cathar- 
tic experience. 

I hope for the audience as well as 
for me. I think everyone is just look- 
ing to feel something. You don’t 


want to think about your electric- 
ity bill or what you’ve got to do 
tomorrow. You want to get lost in 
the emotions and the music. 

How is the new album going? 

I’ve written three songs for it. Two 
need work, but one of them I’m 
really happy with. I wrote a song 
about atoms. Two of the smallest 
atomic particles, the names that the 
scientists gave them are Strange- 
ness and Charm. I thought that was 
pretty useful — such human names 
for things we can’t even see. 

Did the response to “Lungs" sur- 
prise you? 

I don’t know. I guess I just tried not 
to think about people’s responses to 
it. It’s such a personal thing, releas- 
ing an album. You almost have to 
forget that anyone else is listening 
to it. Otherwise, you’ll go mad.

Canceling “The Unusuals” after 
only one season last year was an 
awful decision. 

Love, People With Sense. 

“The Unusuals” not only ben- 
efits from a talented cast but also 
from a layered plot that’s some- 
what similar to that of “Southland,” 
another recent 
police drama. 
Both f e a - 
ture former- 
ly wealthy-but- 
good-hearted 
main charac- 
ters (in this case. 
Detective Casey 
Shraeger, portrayed by Amber Tam- 
blyn) who are forced to assimi- 
late into gritty conditions (New 
York City) with numerous quirky, 
conflicted and endearing fellow 
police officers. 

Plus, “Southland” also was can- 
celed after its first season. Luckily, 
the NBC reject found an afterlife on 
TNT, which picked up the show. 

“The Unusuals” works as any 
good police drama should and 
establishes a few key plot arcs while 
also keeping up a steady rhythm 
of stand-alone episodes. 

From the start, viewers learn 
that Shraeger, who has just trans- 
ferred to the Second Precinct, isn’t 
as honest as she should be: She’s 
hiding her Upper East Side roots

from her fellow officers because she 
fears they won’t respect her. Hew 
new partner is Jason Walsh (Jer- 
emy Renner), who may be as cor- 
rupt as his former partner, the dead 
police officer she replaced. 

The precinct teems with diffi- 
cult personalities, from Eric Dela- 
hoy (Adam Goldberg), who wants 
to die in the line of duty rather 
than from his secret brain tumor, 
to Eddie Alvarez (Kai Lennox), 
who’s in law enforcement for the 
media attention and public adora- 
tion. Everybody has a motive, and 
viewers will often find themselves 
trying to figure out who has the 
city’s best interests at heart and 
who is just doing the dirty. 

The show’s first season laid 
enough of a solid plot foundation 
and had sufficiently strong chem- 
istry among its cast to deserve a 
second season, and the finale’s 
cliff-hanger ending is certain- 
ly unsatisfying, not to mention 
unjust. TNT wouldn’t happen to 
be looking for another police show 
to join “Southland,” would it?
